AUGUSTA, Ga., March 23. 
The devastating; 
fire which swept a 
two-mil- e 
path through the busi- 
ness and residential sections of this city last night 
burned itself out early today. 
The property loss 
is estimated at $8,000,000 and 3,000 people are 
homeless. 
Eight hundred more have been thrown 
out of work because of the destruction of factories 
and office buildings. 
Relief work is rapidly progressing while state 
troops stand guard over the devastated area. 
The 
blaze resulted in no fatalities and several who were 
injured by falling walls will probably recover. 
Roughly speaking, the 
burned 
district runs 
from Eighth street to the eastern boundary 
and 
measures from two to live blocks in width. 
Not- 
withstanding the tremendous loss, plans 
are 
al- 
ready under consideration for the replacitent of a 
larger number of the buildings along Broad street. 
"A bigger and better Augusta" is the slogan. 


EL PASO, March 23. 
Due to mutiny and de- 
sertion of a vast number of Carranza troops who 
have gone ovr to the enemy and now swell Villa's 
ranks to startling proportions, the situation in Mex- 
ico is considered to be the most critical since

The Carranza garrisons at Torreon and Cabul-lo- , 
comprising about 4,000 troops, are said to have 
mutinied and marched away to join Villa in 
his 
mountain stronghold.
